I herewith submit my second annual report which 
is the second in the series of such reports. 

Organization of Union No. 36 

The eight school districts of Brookfield, Effingham, 
Freedom, Madison, Middleton, Ossipee, Tamworth and 
Wakefield continue to comprise this supervisory union. 
The Union expense of administration borne by each 
district is as follows: Brookfield, 1.42%; Effingham, 
8.41%; Freedom, 5.80%; Madison, 11.25%; Middle- 
ton, 3.80%; Ossipee, 32.70%; Tamworth, 19.08%; 
Wakefield, 17.54%. The above percentages are 
based on the pupil registration in the various towns 
as of January 31, 1942.

It is hoped that this reading system 
may be extended through grade six in the near 
future. 

Mrs. Dorothy Bennett, our school nurse, has 
examined all pupils in the Wakefield school district. 
May I suggest that you examine her report for further 
details. 

As the furnace at the Union school was not such 
as to insure complete safety for those children in 
attendance it was felt that a new one should be 
installed. The School Board was very fortunate in 
being able to obtain a furnace at this time. This 
was installed during the Christmas vacation. We 
invite interested citizens to visit our schools at any 
time. 

May I once again commend the janitors of the 
Wakefield schools for the splendid work which they 
are doing.
